Lineups at gates 

People can line up starting 
at 1:30 p.m. on Thursday 
and Friday, and at 7 a.m. on 
Saturday and Sunday. No 
overnight queues, please. 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to reserve spaces 

for those who line up early. 
Saving space in line for others 
is not allowed. One tarp per 
person, please. 


Controlled entry 

To control the crowd at the 
gates, patrons will enter the 
site in groups of 25 at one- 
minute intervals and must 
walk rather than run.

Be a Good Neighbour 


We take pride in the fact that 
festival fans are, for the most 
part, considerate of each other. 
Here are some neighbourly tips 
to help make the weekend a 
great one for everybody. 


Blankets, tarps & tents 

¢ Tarp sizes are limited to 8 by 
10 feet (2.5 by 3 metres.) Use 
only space you need. 


¢ Only low-sitting lawn chairs 
are allowed, with legs no 
higher than 15 centimetres 
and seat backs only up to 
shoulder height. 


Tents and lean-tos can only 
be used at the top of the hill. 
No family-size tents — they 
must be 1.5 metres or less in 
height. Tents are limited to 

a designated area, which is a 
non-smoking zone. 

¢ Low-lying lean-tos can be 
used lower on the hill during 
inclement weather. 


¢ Take your belongings with 
you at the end of each day. 
Tarps left overnight can be 
claimed at the lost & found. 


Where are your kids? 
Do not leave children unattended.

« Main stage non-smoking 
area is the west side of the 
hill, using the walkway as 
the dividing line all the way 
through the sound booth to 
the main stage.

Stay seated 

Please don’t stand in front of 
others who are seated. They too 
would like to see the show. 


Shh... keep it down 

Be considerate. If you must talk 
during performances, please do 
so quietly. 


Talk it out 

Please use friendly discussion 
to sort out any boundary 
disputes or other problems 
with your neighbours. 


If all else fails... 

If a polite request doesn’t 
resolve your concern, feel free 
to contact a Liaison Security 
crew member (wearing a bright 
yellow vest). You can also seek 
assistance at the Security tent, 
east of Cloverdale Hall by the 
public plate return station or at 
the top of the hill. 


Get a cover for your 
candle 

Thousands of sparkling lights 
at night look spectacular, but 
be careful! 


e Candle covers are 
inexpensive and available 
from the General Store. 
Fire regulations make the 
use of covers for candles 
mandatory. 


e Exercise extreme caution 
with candles. Clothing, 
blankets and tarps are highly 
flammable. 


¢ Keep your candle in a cup; 
please don’t drip wax on the 


hill.

For festival folkies who are 
hard of hearing, there are: 


e magnetic induction loops at 
all performance areas 


loop system receivers for 
those with no hearing aid or 
no T-switch. Receivers can 
be picked up and returned at 
the Information Tent. 


The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod ina 
25-square-foot area in front of 
the stage. 


If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch your 
aid to the “T” position. 

Then sit within 12 feet of the 
blue hearing-access signs 
located in the centre of each 
looped area. 


Your hearing aid will act as a 
receiver; no other equipment 
is required.

The Agnostic Mountain 
Gospel Choir may claim it 
was “founded in an effort to 
forge a kind of gospel for the 
unbeliever,” but the quartet 
brings enough raw energy to 
the stage to shake the bones 
of any God-fearing man and 
fill the crowd with the spirit to 
move. 


While it hails from just down 
the road in Calgary, the Choir’s

It adds elements of a modern 
punk mentality to create an 
infectious foot-stompin’ whole. 


Since coming together for an 
impromptu gig in 2001, the 
Agnostic Mountain Gospel 
Choir has released three

albums, including the band’s 
latest, 2008’s Ten Thousand, 
and it has played to rapt 
audiences on both sides of 

the Atlantic. Equally at home 
in a packed pub or out under

Bob Keelaghan on guitar, Vlad 
Sobolewski on standup bass 
and Peter Balkwill handling 
drums and percussion — is a 
sight to behold on stage.

Words don’t come easy to Sam 
Baker, yet he has managed 

to build a career as a Texas 
songwriter that has invited 
comparisons to Townes Van 
Zandt and Guy Clark. 


There’s a good reason why 
finding words is such a 
challenge to Sam. He came 
close to death when a Shining 
Path terrorist blew up a train 
he was travelling on in Peru in 
1986. Several passengers died, 
including a German boy and 
his parents who were sitting 
beside Sam. His recovery 

took 10 years, and he suffered 
injuries to his brain, ears and 
hands, but as he told Wood 
and Steel magazine, he decided 
to create a work of art, and he 
chose songwriting. 


Because of a mangled left hand, 
he had to learn to fret with 

his right-hand, and despite 
ongoing tinnitus (ringing in 
the ears) and an injury that 
affects the part of the brain 
where words are stored, he 

has become renowned for his 
songs about the oil-stained 
characters from the dusty 
Texas landscape, songs about 
life, survival, beauty and even a 
homage to the family who died 
beside him on that train. 


Sam draws on a wide variety of 
musical and literary influences, 
from Randy Newman to 
Sonny Terry, from Richard 
Ford to Ernest Hemingway. 

As the United Kingdom’s Rock 
w Reel website describes his 
music: “Imagine Steve Earle, 
Shane MacGowan and Johnny 
Cash jamming in a back street 
Austin, Texas bar when in 
comes Nick Cave and the spirit 
of Townes Van Zandt. 


Gurf Morlix, has been

On Two Sets, his 
two-disc live album released 
last year, laughter regularly 
erupts in the background of the 
recording. 


Chuck, who was born in 
Pennsylvania, calls North 
Carolina home. He says 

that his “groove-oriented 
strumming and fingerpicking” 
is influenced by the music of 
the state’s mountains. In the 
15 years since the release of his 
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Chuck Brodsky 


debut album, A Fingerpainter’s 
Murals, Chuck has toured 
throughout the world, sharing 
the stage with musicians 
including Gillian Welch, 
Ramblin’ Jack Elliot and Arlo 
Guthrie. His music has been 
recorded by other artists, 
including David Wilcox and 
Chuck Pyle. 


Chuck is “one of the finest 
singer-songwriters in 
America,” according to Larry 
Groce of National Public 
Radio.

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the first 10 years of your life, i ia 


to drop out of civilization to 
become fox trappers on the 
desolate Nullarbor Plain in 
Australia’s Outback. Along 
with Kasey’s elder brother, the 
foursome lived out of their 
car, entertaining themselves at 
night by listening to tapes of 
Hank Williams, Johnny Cash, 
John Prine and Emmylou 
Harris, or gathering around 
the campfire to make music 
themselves. 


Eventually, the family started 

a roots music act called 

The Dead Ringer Band and 
relentlessly toured Australia for 
another half dozen years. With 
her plaintive delivery and an 
unerring command of guitar 
and melody, Kasey went on to 
become one of Australia’s most 
beloved alt-country stars. Her 
brother, Nash, grew up to be a 
noted record producer. 


Enter Shane Nicholson, who 
started his career fronting 

a Brisbane rock band called 
Pretty Violent Stain and then 
evolved into a compelling 
singer-songwriter produced 

by Nash. After a stint playing 
together on tour, Kasey and 
Shane married in 2005, 
intending to keep their 
respective solo careers separate. 
But realizing that their voices 
and instrumentation were great 
foils, in 2008 they collaborated 
on Rattlin’ Bones, a stripped- 
down disc that mixes bluegrass 
and acoustic blues with the 
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Kasey Chambers & Shane Nicholson

Jere, the tough-looking bass 
player with the long grey beard, 
and mandolinist Sandy Lee 
Cherryholmes lead the family- 
named hard-driving bluegrass 
band that includes their four 
children. And every member 
of that family is a virtuoso. 
Take Cia’s rolling banjo, 

Skip’s aggressive flat-picking 
and the twin fiddles of Molly 
Kate and B.J. Add intricate 
vocal harmonies that can only 
come from members of the 
same family and well-crafted 
original songs, and you have a 
recipe for a band that in Jere’s 
words, is breathing new life 
into bluegrass music. 


Perhaps the most amazing 
thing about Cherryholmes 
is that 10 years ago the band 





didn’t exist. In fact, most of the 
kids, then aged six-to-15, hadn’t 
even picked up an instrument. 
The seeds were sown after 

the tragic death of daughter 
Shelley. The Los Angeles family 
went to a bluegrass festival to 
lift their spirits, and happened 
to meet bluegrass legends Jim 
and Jesse McReynolds. Jere and 
Sandy Lee, who were home- 
schooling their kids, decided 

to add bluegrass music to the 
curriculum. They didn’t have a 
choice and so the children all 
learned quickly. 


By 2005 they were named the 
International Bluegrass Music 
Association’s entertainers of 
the year. They have played on 
the Grand Ole Opry, become a 
mainstay on the Skaggs Family 
Records label and have received 
two Grammy nominations. 


Blessed with the Cherryholmes 
DNA and a hard work ethic, 
this family that plays and prays 
together will stay together for a 
long time. MS

With 
acoustic guitars, accordion 
and trumpet, five-part 
harmonies, and a bucketful 
of anarchic attitude, the 
sound is sad, happy, up, 
down, quiet, loud, slow, 
fast. That’s Chumawamba. 
And Chumbawamba is Boff 
Whalley, Lou Watts, Jude 
Abbott, Neil Ferguson and 
Phil Moody. 


Starting off as a punk- 
influenced electric band 

in 1985, it has consistently 
celebrated irreverence. From its 
first album in 1986, the band 
has railed against oppression 
such as the American-funded 
military intervention against 
the left wing Sandinista 
government in Nicaragua. 
Former member Danbert 
Nobacon dumped a bucket 

of ice water over the head of 
then-deputy prime minister 
John Prescott at the 1998 Brit 
Awards. This year the band’s 
tour celebrated the 200th 
birthday of Charles Darwin as 
an antidote against religious 
fundamentalism, complete 
with “viva la evolution” 
T-shirts. The band has already 
recorded an EP to celebrate 
the death of former ultra- 
conservative Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher. 
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It has also showed the world 
the long radical tradition 
through recordings of a 
cappella folk songs dating 
from 1381 to the present. “We 
wanted to present to our young 
and post-punk audience a 
definitive body of proof that 
radical singing didn’t start 
with the Sex Pistols .... We 
struggled like mad with these 
old songs of defiance, victory, 
and struggle,” says the band. 


Chumbawamba’s influences 
range from Pete Seeger to 

Billy Bragg, the great English 
folk tradition and much of the 
music the late John Peel played 
on his BBC radio program.

It came about after he took up 
running for health reasons, 
and all routes from his house 
included passing through the 
cemetery next door. He took 
to reading the tombstones’ 
epitaphs, and quickly became 
a bit of an epitaph scholar, 
researching them back to the 
1700s. Some of the lyrics on 
his new album were lifted 
directly from the epitaphs he 
discovered. This is also his 
debut album on the Music 
Road Records label, a co- 
operative record label created 
by Austin musician Jimmy 
LaFave. JS

Rodney Crowell is without 
doubt one of America’s 

top songwriters today. His

Gritty Dirt Band 


But he is likely remembered 
by many Folkfest regulars 

for the natural fireworks 

that accompanied his 2004 
performance. Lightning 
streaked through the sky, and 
a mighty wind arose, forcing 
Rodney to abruptly end his 
performance, the only occasion 
in 30 years when weather cut 
short the main stage. 


Born in Houston TX in 1950, 
Rodney dropped out of college 
and headed to Nashville in 
1972. 


His big break came while 
performing in a lounge, where 
Jerry Reed heard him singing 
You Can't Keep Me Here in 
Tennessee. Two days later, 
Reed recorded the song and 
his publishing company signed 
Rodney. 


Rodney had a long association 
with country music royalty 
when he was married to 
Rosanne Cash from 1979 to 
1992. During that period, he 
produced many of her albums. 


He released a semi-autobio- 
graphical CD, The Houston 
Kid, in 2001. In keeping with 


the personal nature of his 
music, he released Fate's Right 
Hand in 2003 and The Outsider 
in 2005. 


The release of his latest CD, 
Sex and Gasoline, continues 
his strong songwriting and 
observations of the world 
around us. Slant Magazine 
reviews his work by saying: 
“Crowell is a more convincing, 
culture-savvy wiseass than 
most singer-songwriters half 
his age.” 


To back up that assertion, the 
last words belong to Rodney 
from the song Rise and Fall 

of Intelligent Design from his 
last CD: “I’m not mistaken it 
was Darwin’s position/That the 
hole in the levee was caused by 
intelligent design.” GW

Don’t even try to sit still 
while Alex Cuba is playing!

He and his twin brother,

While retaining the influence 
of traditional Cuban music, 
he is also influenced by the 
likes of Ray Charles and even 
Elvis Presley, and he adds his 
own unique blend of pop-soul 
hooks and rock chords with his 
vintage Gibson electric guitar. 


His debut CD, Humo de 
Tabaco, earned him a Juno 
Award for World Music Album 
in 2006. 


Agua del Pozo is a further 
evolution of his unique style 

— and folks are responding in 
droves to his infectious music. 
Alex won an “indie” award for 
favourite world music artist at 
Canadian Music Week in and a 
second Juno award in 2007 for 
Best World Music album. 


Alex’s work is getting lots of 
interest from Holland to Japan, 
and he has turned heads at 
prestigious festivals such as 
WOMEX in Seville and SXSW 
in Austin. 


There’s little doubt that 
Gallagher Park will be filled 
with dancing “guahippies,” 
Alex’s affectionate term 
combining guajiro (rural 
Cuban or Cuban cowboy) with 
hippy, which is used to describe 
friends and fans, especially 
those dancing in bare feet at 
festivals.

Pick a label — lefty lyricist, 
political activist, saviour 
of country music, scourge 
of country music, prison 





survivor, s § a 
turned-legi actor, Grammy 
Award-winner — and Steve 
Earle has earned it. More 
significantly, he has navigated 
many peaks and valleys while 
simultaneously cranking 

out diverse, consistently 
superb music as a songwriter, 
recording artist and producer. 


Dropping out of Grade 9, the 
young guitar player learned 
his craft from the A-list of 
Texas songwriters such as 
Townes Van Zandt. For Guy 
Clark he played bass, and sang 
backing vocals on Desperados 
Waiting for a Train. In 1986, 
he scored on his own with the 
album Guitar Town and was 
dubbed as one of the fresh 
faces of New Country, as well 
as a rocker in the ranks of 
John Mellencamp and Bruce 
Springsteen. Despite such hit- 
laden follow-ups as Exit O and 
Copperhead Road, during the 
1990s Steve’s life-long struggle 
with addictions landed him in 
jail and derailed his creativity 
for four years. 


He has bounced back with 
nine acclaimed studio albums, 
including the Grammy- 
nominated acoustic disc, 
Train A Comin and 2002’s 
Jerusalem, in which the 
uncompromising lyricist 
wrote empathetically, if 
controversially, about 
American Taliban supporter 
John Walker Lindh. As an 
actor, he played a recurring 


Steve Earle 
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in the Edward Norton film, 
Leaves of Grass. He has written 
and directed a play about the 
death penalty, penned books 
of poetry and short stories, 
and produced a Grammy- 
nominated Joan Baez album. 


This year, he paid tribute to 

a friend who died 12 years 
ago, by releasing a tender, 
unadorned album of Townes 
Van Zandt covers. As the New 
York Times observed, Steve 
Earle is a smart musician with 
“a ferocious work ethic” whose 
career would demand respect 
even from his legendary 
mentor.

Faroe Islands 


Have you ever heard a mermaid 
singing? Well listen up: the 
haunting voice of Eivor 
Palsdottir will captivate you. 
At once delicate, powerful, light 
and intimate, her singing has a 
timeless quality as she reaches 
back to centuries-old ballads 

of her home, the Faroe Islands. 
The songs of the islands, an 
autonomous province of 
Denmark in the Norwegian Sea 
halfway between Scotland and 


Iceland, were passed on, first 
orally, until the 19th century 
when people began writing 
verses down. ‘These verses 
were, legend has it, part of J.R. 
Tolkien’s inspirations and he 
even spoke Faroese. Eivor is 
deeply rooted in the Faroe’s 
strong musical tradition, but 
she is a master also of rock, 
jazz, a cappella church music, 
and opera. 


Eivor has been singing before 
audiences since she was 

12, touring Europe with a 
Faroese choir. At 15, she began 
performing professionally 
with Clickhaze, a rock band, 
and with a jazz quartet called 
Ivory, eventually becoming 
one of Scandinavia’s most 
well-loved artists. Her first 
album was released in 2000, 
followed in 2003 with Krakan, 
her award-winning Icelandic 
release. Performing with 
leading Icelandic musicians, 
she established herself as a 
major Scandinavian artist. In 
2004, she collaborated with 
Edmonton’s Bill Bourne on 
the country/roots recording 
Eivor, performing in Faroese, 
Icelandic, Swedish, and 
English. Eivor and Bill 
performed together in 2005 

at the Folkfest. In 2007, she 
released Human Child, along 
with a Faroese version called 
Mannabarn, produced in 
Ireland by the legendary Donal 
Lunny. 


Eivor has won countless 
awards in Denmark for her 
singing and composing, 
including five as best female 
singer in the Faroese Music 
awards. She took top awards 
for best album and best 
vocalist at the Danish Music 
Awards in the folk category in 
2006, and her work on Human 
Child in 2008 was recognized 
by numerous nominations. ER

The collaboration of these two 
musical masters goes back 

to 2005, when Béla travelled 
with a film crew to Africa 

to find the birthplace of the 
banjo and record traditional 
African musicians, including 
Toumani, in their homeland. 
The journey is captured in the 
award-winning documentary 
Throw Down Your Heart, and 
in an album with the same title 
released by Rounder earlier 
this year. 


“The whole trip to Africa was 
like one test after another, 
trying to fit in with all of these 
different musical styles,” says 
Béla. “Certainly there are rules, 
but I was sort of immune — I 
had immunity because I wasn’t 
supposed to know the rules. So 
anything I did I could get away 
with.” 


Since then, Béla and Toumani 
have been reliving the 
boundary-breaking musical 
adventure by performing 
together to rave reviews, and to 
the delight of a growing legion 
of acoustic fans. “The banjo 
and kora work well together 
because both instruments 

are treble-heavy and prone 

to twang,” explain the gifted 
artists. RK

With the ear of a poet and the 
mind of a storyteller, 25-year- 
old singer-songwriter and 
multi-instrumentalist Johnny 
Flynn draws on literature and 
the long-established traditions 
of folk, blues and country to 
create a sound that is uniquely 
his own. 


Until recently a stage actor 
with a London-based, all- 

male Shakespearean theatre 
troupe, Johnny also pursued 
writing and performing as 

a member of the British folk 
group Sussex Wit, before 
moving up to be the group’s 
front man. Johnny credits this 
diverse artistic background for 
his songwriting and cites W.B. 
Yeats and Shakespeare among 
influences, as well as musicians 
like John Fahey, Vaughn 
Williams and anti-folk pioneer 
Dianne Cluck. 


Lately, Johnny has been 
wowing audiences and critics 
at home and abroad with his 
raw energy shows and his 
debut album A Larum, which 
has generated four critically 
acclaimed singles. The title of 
the new recording comes from 
Shakespeare’s stage directions. 
“The word appears every now 
and again as ‘alarum off, 
meaning that some commotion 
is happening just offstage,” 
explains Johnny. “I quite 

like the idea that the noise 


happening offstage was this 
album.” 


Critic Josh Hurst calls the 
freshman effort one of the 
most thrilling debut albums of 
2008, in his popular music and 
film blog, the Hurst Review. 
Recorded with Sussex Wit and 
credited with Johnny’s name, 
the CD was released on Vertigo 
Records in the UK, and the 
prestigious roots label Lost 
Highway in the U.S — home to 
alt-country star Ryan Adams 
and legends Johnny Cash and 
Van Morrison.

Dick Gaughan is living proof 
that there is much more to 
Scotland than plaid, haggis 
and all that sentimental blather 
about Bonnie Prince Charlie. 


With deep roots in the tough 
working-class Edinburgh 

port of Leith, Dick is an 
unrepentant socialist and 
Scottish republican who 
doesn’t gloss over the injustices 
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Dick Gaughan 


that plague his homeland and 
much of the world. 


From early in his music career, 
which started nearly 40 years 
ago, he knew that it wasn’t 
enough just to reiterate the 
traditional Scottish ballads. 

In an interview with the 
RootsWorld website, he recalls 
how the murder of Chilean 
folk singer Victor Jara by the 
Pinochet regime of the ’70s 
pushed his music into the 
realm of politics: “I knew then 
I couldn't just play old tunes. 
You had to speak out.” 


With more than 20 solo albums 
to his credit, as well as his early 


work with the legendary Boys 
of the Lough and a three-year 
stint with Clan Alba, a band 
project made up of an all-star 
cast of Scottish performers, 
Dick has had plenty of 
opportunity to speak out 
through his music. 


Some of his noteworthy 
accomplishments include 


his album, Handful of Barth 


being named'as the album 

of the decade for the 1980s 
by Folk Roots (now fRoots) 
magazine, and two orchestral 
commissions by the Celtic 
Connections festival. 


If that’s not enough, Dick is 
also an accomplished web 
designer, and he has done 
acting stints with Scotland’s 
acclaimed 7-84 political theatre 
company. 


Dick’s muses range from 
Robbie Burns to Doc Watson, 
and include Groucho as well as 
Karl Marx. As the Edinburgh 
newspaper, the Scotsman, has 
said, there may be anger and 
aggression in Dick’s music, “yet 
there is also deep compassion. 
There is peace and much love.”

Tony Dekker, leader of the 
Great Lake Swimmers, grew 
up on a farm near the shores 
of Lake Erie, southwest of 

the storied Welland/Niagara 
district. So an appreciation for 
rural landscapes and historical 
lore saturates his band’s lilting 
folk-rock. 


But don’t expect the Swimmers’ 
music to travel the straight 

and narrow. For one thing, 
Tony prefers recording in 
unconventional, remote-from- 
the-studio spaces such as a 
grain silo or the Singer Castle 
in Thousand Islands. And with 


tunes propelled by his high- 
pitched, Neil Young-influenced 
warble, the band also embodies 
another quality common to 
thoughtful Canadian artists: a 
tendency to twist slightly, just 
when youre not expecting it. 
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Launched seven years ago 

as a solo project, Great Lake 
Swimmers has featured a fluid 
cast of musicians contributing 
acoustic instrumentation to 
musical poetry that Stylus 
magazine dubbed, “an 
extended lullaby that won’t 

let you fall asleep.” Tony plays 
harmonica and the band’s 
sideman, Erik Arnesen, 

plays banjo, but songs are as 
likely to feature a 12-string 
Rickenbacker, violin, cello, 
flute or vibraphone. 


The Swimmers’ fourth album, 
Lost Channels, was released 
this spring. However, Tony’s 
winsome musical imagery can 
also be heard on the score of 
the quirky new film, Song Sung 
Blue, a feature documentary 
about a Neil Diamond tribute 
band led by a husband and wife 
team from Milwaukee. HM

Hanggai 
China 


Made up of young musicians 
from Beijing and the 

Chinese province of Inner 
Mongolia, Hanggai’s unique 
interpretation of traditional 
songs from the grasslands, 
fused with folk and funky 
rhythms, has been generating 
international buzz from 

fans and critics alike. The 
word ‘hanggai’ is ancient 
Mongolian, describing an 
idealized grassland landscape 
of mountains, trees, rivers and 
blue skies. 


The group was born when 
Hanggai’s leader Ilchi became 
fascinated with traditional 
overtone singing. He soon 
travelled to his father’s 
homeland of Inner Mongolia 
and started to learn the 
technique, rediscovering 

the music and repertoire of 
songs that had faded but not 
disappeared during China’s 
turbulent past. There he 

also met fellow band mates 
Hugejiltu, who plays lead 
fiddle, and Bagen, who sings 
deep bass using the technique 
of overtone singing, producing 
a note one octave below the 
note he is singing. 
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Currently a six-piece band, 
Hanggai’s critically-acclaimed 
debut album, Introducing 
Hanggai, celebrates and 
reappraises the group’s ethnic 
roots. “It distills everything 
powerful about Mongolian folk 
music and makes something 
new from the ingredients,” 
says a review of the disc on the 
Pitchfork website. 


The elegant songs on the album 
are sung in Mongolian, with 
many tracks using “hoomei”, 

a throat-singing technique 
that has been handed down 
over hundreds of years. At 

the heart of the music are two 
traditional instruments — the 
morin khuur — the horse-hair 
fiddle and the tobshuur — a 
strummed two-stringed lute. 


Hanggai’s music gives to the 
listener “the wonderful calm 
which travellers on horseback 
experience, as they traverse 
the limitless wastes of Central 
Asia,” according to The 
Scotsman newspaper. RK

While their time with The 
Airplane garnered the two 
troubadours Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame status, they left 
the band after its five most 
productive years to pursue Hot 
Tuna full time; a side project 
since 1969. 


Hot Tuna was the pre-eminent 
extended play group, and the 
now burgeoning appreciation 
for jam bands keeps their 
music current and relevant. 
“It’s very funny, because me 
and my cohorts must take a lot 
of the blame for some of the 
endless jamming and noodling 
that goes on today. It’s also 
possible that certain substances 
used by the audiences back 
then enabled them to listen 





to more extended jamming 
than some audiences could 
take today,” Jorma told the 
Edmonton Journal. 


In their original material, they 
move effortlessly from delta to 
country blues, to bluegrass, jazz 
and folk and they also cover 
tunes from artists as diverse 

as Reverend Gary Davis and 
Merle Haggard. Acoustic Hot 
Tuna is about seamless, soulful 
playing. This is serious music 
presented in an unpretentious 
manner and imbued with the 
heart that is this legendary 
band. 


Joining Jorma and Jack in 
today’s Hot Tuna is mandolin 
virtuoso Barry Mitterhoff 
who has been with the band 
since 2004.

His 1996 Juno-winning album, 
Hi, How are You Today, was 

a watershed, bringing a new 
energy to the Cape Breton 
traditional music. 


But he was never a slave to 

any tradition. He wore a kilt, 
but Doc Martens on his feet. 
In his subsequent albums he 
introduced elements of hip hop 
and grunge rock, and on his 
2006 disc, Pride, he didn’t even 
play his fiddle but emerged as a 
hard-edged singer-songwriter. 
He said he started singing 
after seeing George Clooney 
mouthing bluegrass, “and I 
figured it was about time that 
somebody really cute got in 
there.” 


Over the past decade, he 

has not shied away from 
controversy. Ashley showed 
viewers of Late Night with 
Conan O’Brien what is worn 
under a kilt when he did a 
high leg kick. He declared 
bankruptcy. He even started 
a run for the leadership of the 
federal Liberal Party, which he 
dropped. 


Thankfully, he has returned to 
what he does best — playing a 
smokin’ fiddle with some of his 
amazing stepdance moves. 


Ashley will be backed up by 
Quinn Bachand, who at the 
age of 13 has achieved such 
mastery of Celtic-style acoustic 
guitar that he has toured across 
Canada and even in Scotland.

There’s a clever TV commercial 
for a new, fuel-efficient 

vehicle that utterly captures 
Danny Michel’s dexterity 

as a songwriter. The spot 
features an animated gas pump 
that sheds a tear when it’s 
abandoned for the cheap-on- 
gas hatchback. The soundtrack 
is a gentle Danny Michel song 
made memorable by closely 
observed lyrics and a velvety 
hook. The tune sneaks past a 
viewer's cynicism, snuggles up 
to your heart and makes its point 
without being overbearing. 


It’s that knack for pared-down 
writing and effortless melodies 
delivered in a sincere voice 

that has made critics and fans 
wonder why Danny is still 

one of this country’s under- 
acknowledged tunesmiths. It 
certainly can’t be for his lack of 
effort. 


The Kitchener, Ont.-born 
guitarist has been performing 
on stage since grade school, 
collecting chops in rock, 
power-pop, ska and roots-folk 
bands. He has released eight 
solo albums, garnered two Juno 
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Danny Michel 


Award nominations, co-hosted 
(with Emm Gryner) the CBC 
Radio show Under the Covers, 
and is a veteran of three Vinyl 
Café tours with broadcaster 
Stuart McLean. Danny’s 

been known to play all the 
instruments on his own discs 
and is also an accomplished 
producer and mixer who has 
worked deftly in service of 
other indie Canadian acts, 
including singer-songwriters 
Sarah Harmer and Damhnait

Lynn Miles 


Ontario 


There’s a story that Lynn Miles’ 


mother always likes to tell. 
The Ottawa singer/songwriter 
grew up in a musical home, 
her father played harmonica 
and was a serious jazz fan. 
Her mother had divergent 
tastes, enjoying country music 
and opera. Lynn hardly ever 
stopped singing. According 
to family lore, young Lynn’s 
parents knew when she had 
finally fallen asleep: she 
stopped singing. 


During her wakeful hours, her 
pursuit of music didn’t wane, 


















either as a kid or an adult. 

In elementary school, Lynn 
studied guitar, violin, flute and 
piano, writing her own songs 
since the age of 10. Later, she 
studied music history and 
theory, dropping out to play the 
coffee-house circuit and paying 
the bills by working as a voice 
teacher at the Ottawa Folklore 
Centre, where a 14-year-old girl 
called Alanis Morissette was 
one of her students. 


While teaching brought its 
own rewards, Lynn had her 
owns songs to sing. In 1987, 
she finally hit the studio, 
releasing her debut album, 
simply titled Lynn Miles. Still, 
it took almost a decade before 
she made a bigger impact. Her 
third release in 1996, Slightly 
Haunted, became a Billboard 
Top 10 pick of the year, Her 
melancholy songs and delivery 
drew comparisons to Shawn 
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Lynn Miles 





Colvin and Lucinda Williams, 
and, as the New York Times 
said: “Lynn Miles makes being 
forlorn sound like a state of 
grace.” 


Lynn explored new but yet 
familiar sounds and ideas on 
her follow-up releases. “I write 
a lot of melancholy — but I like 
to write a little hope, too... I 
want to connect with people, 
and this is how I connect,” she 
told National Public Radio in 
2006. “Sometimes I think it’s 
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very important to go through t 5 


things and let them happen, 
rather than avoid them. You're 
that much stronger when you 
come out the other side.” WA

Northern Cree Singers 
Alberta 


Need energy? The Northern 
Cree Singers will energize you 
top to bottom. They gather it 
from everything around them 
and, before you know it, you 
will be up on your feet, moving 
to the rhythm of their powerful 
drums and singing. 


With members from various 
areas of northern Alberta, the 
Northern Cree Singers vocalize 
in Cree with traditional drum 
accompaniment, and their 
performances and recordings 
have won numerous awards. 


The Wood brothers (Steve, 
Charlie, and Earl) began 
singing, drumming, and 
playing Cree hand games 
together in the early 1980s. 
In 1983, they gathered some 
friends and travelled to the 
United States for a cultural 
ceremony and unexpectedly 
entered into a drum 
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Mortal Coil 


competition. When the arena 
director asked for the name of 


the group, they looked down at 
the drum they had borrowed 
from a local museum. ‘There, 
faintly written, were the 
words “Northern Cree,” and 
that became the name of the 
ensemble. Thus, the Northern 
Cree Singers began their 
career, and became one of the 
most respected and influential 
groups on the pow-wow 

trail. They perform in groups 
ranging from eight to 12. 


Northern Cree Singers have 
recorded 34 albums. They have 
been nominated for and won 
many awards; most recently, in 
2007, Stay Red was nominated 
for a Juno Award, Long Winter 
Nights was nominated for 

a Grammy in 2007 for Best 


Native American Album. In 
2006 they won Best Hand 
Drum Album and Best Pow- 
wow Contemporary Album at 
the Canadian Aboriginal Music 
Awards. In 2005, they were 

the Northern Contemporary 
Singing World Champions 

at Gathering of Nations, 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. ER 


www.northerncree.com 


Idy Oulo 
France/Cameroon 


Born Mana Ibrahima Idrissou 
in northern Cameroon in 1977, 
Idy Oulo surprised his family 
by becoming a musician. As 

a child, he was mesmerised 

by the music of the griots, the 
keepers of oral history, as well 
as shepherds of his village, and 
decided at that young age that 
music was his calling. At first, 
he learned the songs of the 
griots to play at weddings and 
baptisms, in native Cameroon. 
His first instrument was a 
guitar that he built himself 
from blocks of wood and old 
wire cabling. 


In 1995, he hit the international 
music scene, joining the group 
Faadah-Kawtal, singing and 
composing for the group. 

With Faadah-Kawtal, Idy 
released two cassettes, toured 
internationally, even playing

at the opening of the World 
Cup in France in 1998, and he 
starred in the film Le Maitre 
des Eléphants. Following 

the footsteps of many other 
French-speaking African 
musicians, Idy settled in France 
and began planning his solo 
career. Studying the guitar in 
a conservatory in Angouléme 
helped perfect his technique. 
Five years later, he released 
his first solo album, Ténébres 
(Shadows). The album is an 
eclectic and upbeat work that 
confidently brings traditional 
African sounds into the 21st 
century with a mix of world, 
reggae and funk sounds.

Formed 
in 1988 as a result of Steven’s 
friendship with Ed Robertson, 
the band’s first release, 1991’s 
Yellow Tape, was turned down 
by major record labels, yet 
turned out to be so popular 
that it independently went 
platinum in Canada. Gordon, 
the band’s second album, with 
hits like If 1 Had $1,000,000, 
cemented the band’s popularity.

But Steven has been working 
on his solo career for some 
time. The Vanity Project, his 
first solo effort, was released 
in 2005. It was co-written 
with Duran Duran’s Stephen 
Duffy, with whom Page 

had collaborated on songs 
appearing on BNL albums 
starting with Maybe You 
Should Drive. 


And he has been keeping busy. 
This season, he scored his third 
play at the Stratford Festival, 
Antoni Cimolino’s production 
of Bartholomew Fair, and

He says 
he has an album’s worth of 
songs already under his belt, 
plus studio recording planned 
for the Art of Time ensemble 
collaboration that he recorded 
with CBC last year.

Niamh Parsons and 
Graham Dunne 
Ireland 


Described by the Boston Herald 
as, “emotionally haunting,” 

and “tonally clear as crystal,” 
Niamh Parsons is considered 
one of the most talented 

Irish balladeers. During her 


childhood in Dublin, her 
parents immersed her in Irish 
folk music. Along with her 
parents’ love for music, this 
early exposure to Irish folk 
tunes laid the foundation for 
Niamh’s lifelong love for both 
singing and for traditional 
music. 


Indeed, Niamh believes that 
“the song is more important 
than [her] voice,” when she is 
arranging her piece. “I consider 
myself more a songstress than 
a singer,” she says, “a carrier of 
tradition.” As music journalist 
Cindy Reich has written, 
“Niamh Parsons has the ability 
to climb into a song, take 
ownership and then sing it for 
the listener to experience — 
not simply hear.” 


For the past nine years, Niamh 
has worked as a conduit for 
traditional Irish music with 
Graham Dunne. They have 
collaborated for the last four of 
her seven albums. Niamh cites 
a spiritual bond between them 
which enables them to “draw 
out the essence of the songs.” 


A trained sound engineer, 
Graham realised soon after 
his graduation that he was 
more useful to Irish music 
performing, rather than 
recording, guitar music. Since 
this revelation, in the mid- 
90s, Graham has played and 
toured regularly with other 
Irish musicians, including 
Sean Tyrrell and famed piper 
Mick Coyne. He worked on 
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the music for the documentary 
Necklace of Wrens, a 
biographical account of poet 
Michael Hartnett. In 2004, he 
released his solo disc, Giotari. 
But it is with Niamh that he 
has worked the most and 

their enduring collaboration 
continues to receive the highest 
of praises. JS

Pavlo 
Ontario 


Listening to Pavlo, you'll likely 
feel transported to a warm 
Mediterranean beach, and you 
might also feel a faint urge to 
smash a few plates. 


Pavlo, who was once named 
Greek Man of the Year, puts his 
sizzling guitar front and centre 
of the band, occupying the 
place that the bouzouki usually 
commands in Greek music. But 
his music spans a much wider 





range of the Mediterranean 
to include flamenco, salsa and 
even classical music. 


He has played all over the 
world, even performing for 
Prince Charles, and has done 
television specials, including 
a spot on The Hour, CBC’s 
nightly show hosted by fellow 
Greek-Canadian George 
Stroumboulopoulos. 


It hasn’t always been easy. His 
first CD was rejected by record 
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companies, but driven by an 
indomitable spirit, he sold his 
discs on the street out of his 
car and played cafes, churches, 
craft shows and festivals. 


Pavlo’s great passion for the 
guitar began when he was 

five, when he asked for one 

for Christmas. He has been 
entertaining since the age 

of 13 with his family as his 
first supporters. His mother 
made his costumes, his sister 
helped sell CDs and his father 
watched every performance 
and encouraged him as an 
entrepreneur. He studied 
flamenco guitar, classical guitar 
and songwriting, and played in 
rock bands and Greek wedding 
bands. 


Pavlo developed a unique 
type of Mediterranean music 
inspired by a visit to the 
Greek island of Santorini. He 
has always felt an immediate 
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rapport with his listeners. He 
tours constantly, playing over 
150 concerts a year. 


His father offered Pavlo some 
wise advice: “Have the courage 
to do what you love, and the 
drive to do it well.” He has 
done just that, and he now 
counts guitar greats such as 
Liona Boyd, Jose Feliciano 

and Paco De Lucia, who were 
his original inspiration, as his 
peers and friends. MP

Wilson has travelled and 
taught all over the world. 
In 2006 he played the piano

If his 
biography can be believed, his 
first accordion was homemade 
from the wood of a sassafras 
tree that his grandfather had 
planted. 


Courtney joined the group 
in 2008. He has played with 
such Cajun fiddlers as Jason 
Frey, Dirk Powell and Horace 
Trahan. His strong voice 

and great fiddle playing have 
made him much sought after 
for Cajun groups around the 
world. 


Drew comes from the 
traditional style. As he 
describes it: “simple, older 
blue-collared Cajun.” In his 
spare time he is studying 
anthropology — he’s allowed 
back on campus. 


Jon started life as a cowboy 
before becoming a rocker and 
is influenced by many groups, 
not just Cajun. 


Together the Boys have helped 
to rejuvenate Cajun music. 
Their latest CD is Hommage 
au Passé. All Music Guide 
describes it as a “dyed-in- 
the-wool traditional Cajun, 
yet performed with a certain 
rowdy freshness by players still 
youthful enough not to have 
gotten comfortable in being 
professional musicians.” 


Just try to stay seated during 
their show — it could be 
difficult.

Since 
that band’s breakup in 1999, 
Joel, either solo or with backup 
band the Emergency, has been 
a prolific and consistently 
brilliant musician, always 
challenging, evolving and 
experimenting. He crafts 
perfect indie pop songs — 
effortlessly catchy melodies 
that seem at once eerily 
familiar and absolutely unique, 
combined with clever, personal 
lyrics that have a way of 
sticking around in your mind 
for days. 


After three years of extensive 
touring across North America, 
the UK and Australia, Joel 
released Three, a masterful and 
deeply personal exploration of 
the life of a traveling musician, 
and the phases of the road: 
departing and rambling, the 
longing caused by separation 
and, ultimately, returning to 
the place you call home. 


Three has been called 
“transfixing” and Joel has been 
hailed as an unsung national 
Canadian treasure following in 
the footsteps of the likes of Neil 
Young.

The Idan Raichel Project 


Israel 


Despite YouTube, Twitter 

and E!, there are indeed huge 
stars on our planet who are 
unknown to most North 
Americans. The Idan Raichel 
Project is one stellar example. 
Since 2002, the eight-piece 
ensemble has been Israel’s 
hottest cultural export. It has 
achieved multi-platinum sales, 
packed such prestigious venues 
as the Sydney Opera House and 
Harlem’s Apollo Theatre, and 
played to thousands of loyal 
fans as far-flung as Mexico, 
Morocco, Singapore, France 
and India. Its calling card is 

a warm fusion of traditional 
Ethiopian and Middle Eastern 
music (think Yemeni chants 
and Hebrew verse) with pop, 
funk, reggae and hiphop. 


The band is the brainchild 

of 31-year-old keyboardist, 
songwriter and producer Idan 
Raichel. A native Israeli with 
Russian and Polish roots and 
a budding accordion player, 
Idan fell in love with ethnic 
music at the age of nine. His 
delight in Gypsy rhythms and 
Argentinian tango led to high 
school studies in jazz. As a 
member of the Israeli military’s 
rock band, he became

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proficient at European and 
American cover tunes. 


When he got hooked on 
Ethiopian folk music while 
teaching at a boarding school 
attended by Jewish Ethiopian 
immigrants, the well- 
connected session musician 
decided to experiment with 
making its ancient sounds 
feel contemporary. Revelling 
in the array of musical 
influences easily accessible 

in cosmopolitan Tel Aviv, a 
city that’s home to Jews from 
all corners of the globe, he 
recorded them in his parents’ 
basement and became what the 
Boston Herald dubbed “a kind 
of Sly Stone for modern-day 
Israel.” 


The Idan Raichel Project 

is a true collective, with as 
many lead singers as there are 
countries represented in the 
band. Singing in everything 
from Hebrew to Swahili, each 
of its members allows one foot 
to dance with tradition while 
their other one taps out a new 
and borderless melody. HM

Kimmie Rhodes 
United States 


With a voice that a BBC 
reviewer compared to “cracked 
porcelain,” and deceptively 
simple lyrics that can slice to 
the quick of an emotion “like a 
jagged cactus,” Texan Kimmie 
Rhodes pens songs of fragile 
beauty that are steeped in 
southern authenticity. Based 
for the past 30 years in Austin, 
Kimmie started singing at 

age six in her hometown 

of Lubbock — cheering up 
nursing homes with hymns and 
gospel tunes she performed as 
part of a family trio. 


Her life experience includes 
encounters with tornadoes 
that wiped out her father’s 
car dealership (not once, 
but twice), a seven-year 


drought that bankrupted 

her as a farmer, and teenage 
motherhood, all of which help 
certify as genuine, her delicate 
odes to heartland America. 
As one of those people who 

is admired by virtually all 

the luminaries in her field, 
her songs have been recorded 
by Willie Nelson, Waylon 
Jennings, Wynonna Judd, 
Amy Grant, Trisha Yearwood 
and Joe Ely. For her friend 
Emmylou Harris, she wrote 
the lilting gem, Love and 
Happiness, on the hit Harris/ 
Mark Knopfler CD, All the 
Roadrunning. With Harris she 
co-wrote Ordinary Heart for 
the movie Happy, Texas. 


In addition to creating 
soundtrack credits on the films 
Babe: A Pig in the City, Mrs. 
Winterbourne and the TV 
show Touched By An Angel, 
her fertile imagination has 
also spun into existence three 
musicals, a surreal novella/ 
cookbook and a series of oil 
paintings. But songwriting 

is surely the craft for which 
she’s most highly regarded. 
Describing her most recent 
album, Walls Fall Down, 
singer-songwriter Rodney 
Crowell praises it for being, 
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“everything you need to hear 
about what you need to know.” 
HM

Boz Scaggs 


United States 


AM radio was all-disco, pretty 
much all the time, when Boz 
Scaggs’ suave sophistication 
first wooed and won us. 

The song was Lowdown. In 
1976 it offered respite from 

KC and The Sunshine Band 
and The Bee Gees by placing 
sultry uptown soul high on 
Billboard’s Top 40. Several 
more adroitly rhythmic hits 
and elegant FM tracks flowed 
from Boz’s now-classic album 
Silk Degrees: Lido Shuffle, It’s 
Over, Harbor Lights and We're 
All Alone. He followed up 
with Breakdown Dead Ahead 
and a collaboration with The 
Eagles on the Urban Cowboy 
film soundtrack. For most of 
the 1980s, Boz stayed out of the 
limelight, although he did open 
Slim’s in San Francisco, which 
soon became one of America’s 
foremost rock nightclubs. 


Although he also established a 
family-run, organic vineyard 
in Napa County 10 years ago, 
since 1988 the Ohio-born 
singer-songwriter-guitarist has 
continued to release critically 
acclaimed, if quietly received, 
discs. All of them have drawn 
on his storied history as a 
Texas-raised rock, blues and 
R&B singer, his membership 
in San Francisco's legendary 
late-’60s music scene, and his 
two-album stint as guitarist for 
The Steve Miller Band. 


In 2003, Boz’s understated 
soulfulness evolved further 
and found an ideal outlet — 
crooning standards from The 
Great American Songbook. 
The album, But Beautiful, took 
the No. 1 slot on Billboard’s 
jazz chart. In 2008, he released

Speak Low — more jazzy 
compositions by such masters 
as Duke Ellington, Hoagy 
Carmichael and Kurt Weill. 
The discs’ lean arrangements 
emphasize his silky vocals and 
a sensibility that All Music 
Guide applauded back in 2007 
when it declared that even his 
earliest albums placed him, 
“on par with Van Morrison 
and Daryl Hall as a great white 
soul singer who understood the 
nuances in the music as well 

as its dynamics.” Boz brings a 
large band and a career shaped 
by many grooves to the main 
stage. HM

Ontario 


Is anyone else surprised that 
the Skydiggers are celebrating 
their 20" Anniversary? 

With such rich and complex 
songwriting, with such a 


combination of contemporary 
folk with pop hooks, how could 
a band like that not survive for 
20 years? 


It’s just surprising that it’s 
already been 20 years since 

the Skydiggers blew out of 

the Toronto folk rock scene. 
And while they didn’t take the 
country and world by storm 
like such contemporaries 

as Blue Rodeo and Cowboy 
Junkies, they did strike a chord 
with people. Comparisons 
have been made to REM, and 
they list The Byrds as a major 
influence, so it’s no wonder that 
a cadre of diehard fans would 
follow the Skydiggers from gig 
to gig during the ’90s. 


Over the two decades, the 
band’s popularity has waxed 
and waned, and the list of 

the former members out- 
numbers the list of current 
band members. But the core of 
the band, singer Andy Maize 
and guitarist Josh Finlayson, 
friends since childhood, 
remains. The lineup of the 
present band includes original 
member Ron Macey along 
with Noel Webb and Mike 
Johnstone. And so, 20 years 
later, and even after a five 

year hiatus of recording new 
material, the Skydiggers are 
still making their mark, still 
hitting the right notes and

Souljah Fyah 
Alberta 


Combining African percussion, 
sweet harmonies and heavy 
bass lines to produce its soulful 
sound, Edmonton-based 
Souljah Fyah is spreading the 
joy nationally as one of the 
most talented and dynamic 
acts on the reggae scene. 


The high-energy band is 
fronted by Janaya “Sista J” 
Ellis, the lead vocalist and 
bassist, and backed by a 

solid ensemble of gifted and 
accomplished musicians. Since 
coming together, the group 
has released two albums: a 
self-titled LP in 2004 and its 
latest CD, Truth Will Reveal 
(2008). An earlier LP, Souljah 
Fyah Live at the Sidetrack, was 
recorded in 2003. 


The energy and chemistry of 
the band truly comes out in 
live shows. As See Magazine 
wrote about one show, “Ellis’ 
tiny frame practically raised 
from the ground, glowing as 
her wild, dreadlocked mane 
spiraled around her head, 
following the beat. As the night 
went on, and sweat poured 
from every pore, Souljah Fyah 
solidified their reputation as 
one of the most dedicated 

and beloved local acts around 
... the supreme leaders of 
Edmonton’s reggae scene.” 


But the attention has gone 
further and wider than 
Edmonton. Last year, the 
group won a Western 
Canadian Music Award in the 
Outstanding Urban Recording

category — a first-ever nod for 
a Canadian reggae band. This 
year the group was nominated 
for a Juno Award, and was 
voted top band in the Canadian 
Reggae Music Awards. 


The band’s last album included 
the singles Sweet Love and 
Abundance of Good, which 
were No. 1 on CBC’s Galaxie 
Reggae chart. Reggae legend 
Ziggy Marley also took 

notice when Souljah Fyah’s 
politically-charged single, 
Rwanda, was added to rotation 
on ZiggyRadio, Marley’s online 
music channel.

Spirit of the West 
British Columbia 


Folkfest veterans no doubt 
remember being blown away in 
the mid-’80s by the energy of a 
young Vancouver band called 
Spirit of the West. The good 
news is that after 25 years, 


the band is still going strong, 
filling concert halls with a 
dedicated fan base, and even 
better news is that it’s back at 
Gallagher Park. 


Formed in the early 1980s, 
the band credits a love of 
music and a fear of real work 
as the impetus for becoming 
professional musicians. While 
some of its members have 
changed over the years, the 
group in its evolution from 
Celtic folk to a more refined 
pop/rock sound has never 
forgotten its roots. Today, 

the lineup includes founding 
members Geoffrey Kelly 

and John Mann, along with 
more recent additions Hugh 
McMillan, Vince Ditrich and 
Tobin Frank. 


The group’s self-titled debut 
was released in 1984 under its 
own Triniti label. Three albums 
(1986-1989) for Stony Plain 
Records and a series of albums 
for WEA Corp., and Warner 
Music Canada followed in 
quick succession: Save This 
House (1990), Go Figure (1991), 
Faithlift (1993), Two Headed 
(1995), Open Heart Symphony 
(1996), Weights and Measures 
(1997), and Hit Parade (1999). 


Following a hiatus the band 
returned with Star Trails 
(2004), and the compilation 
Spirituality 1983-2008: The 


Spirit of the West 
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Consummate Compendium 
(2008), which reached Top 10 
on iTunes.ca and Amazon.com. 


To commemorate its quarter- 
century milestone last year, the 
band packed the house for two 
nights at one of its favourite 
venues, the Commodore 
Ballroom in Vancouver, and 
had the honour of being 
inducted into the Western 
Canadian Music Association’s 
Hall of Fame. 


“I think we’ve been lucky,” says 
original member John Mann. 
“But I also think the bands that 
manage to survive this long 
have something that separates 
them from everything else.”

Veteran bassist 
and vocalist Mike Fleming 
was a member of the Dead 
Reckoning Records collective, 
has been a fixture at the Grand 
Ole Opry, and recorded with 
Holly Dunn and David Olney. 
Banjo player Richard Bailey 
has sat in with everyone — Bill 
Monroe, Chet Atkins, Johnny 
Cash, you name ’em. With 
mandolin player Brent Truitt 
has toured and recorded with 
the likes of Alison Krauss, 
Dolly Parton and The Dixie 
Chicks.

The Swiftys move quickly over 
the land like running coyotes,

them. 


The Swiftys are Shawn 
“Swifty” Jonasson on guitar, 
bassist Jody “Thump” 
Johnson, and drummer Grant 
“Stovetop” Stovel. Although it 
is often joined across Canada, 
by talented musical cohorts 
onstage or in the studio, the 
Edmonton band’s strength 
and core bares down as a trio, 
creating a solid, identifiable 
sound. 


“From the moment Jonasson 
croons his first few lines, his 
voice sounds like a close cousin 
to Johnny Cash’s, as deep 

and strong as an old scotch 
whiskey,” says Vue Magazine. 


The Swiftys have released 

two discs and toured North 
America, sharing the stage 
with country/roots musicians 
such as Lucinda Williams, 
The Sadies, Corb Lund, Marty 
Stuart, and Rodney Crowell. 


As Ontario music critic Shain 
Shapiro says about their second 
disc, Ridin’ High, “It’s black as 
coffee and a testament to the 
struggles of life, drinking your 
way in and out of them and 
coming up on the other side to 
properly tell the tale.

Linda Tillery and the 
Cultural Heritage Choir 
United States 


Performing breathtaking pieces 
deeply rooted in the African- 
American musical tradition, 
Linda Tillery and the Cultural 
Heritage Choir are known 

and admired for their rich 
harmonies, joyful spirit and 
deep soul. 


The Grammy-nominated 
ensemble is led by Linda, a 
veteran vocalist, percussionist, 
producer and historian whose 
work has spanned over three 
decades. In the early ’90s, 

her varied and prolific career 
took a new direction when 
she was introduced to some 
field recordings of traditional 
African music that left her 
deeply moved. 


“These songs are survival 
music,” explains Linda. 

“This music, particularly the 
spirituals, has kept black people 
alive through slavery, night 
rider’s raids, and segregation. 
This is the music that has been 
used as a support for just about 
every political movement 

in this country. People take 
spirituals, reword them and 
march together in the name of 
freedom and justice.” 


As a forum to express her 
new-found passion, Linda 
soon assembled the Cultural 
Heritage Choir. Today, the 
group, also featuring Rhonda 
Benin, Elouise Burrell, 
Valerie Troutt, Bryan Dyer, 
and Simon Monserrat, is one 
of the most vital and influential 
groups in its field. “Everything 
the Choir sings is infused with 
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Linda Tillery and the Cultural Heritage Choi 


a spiritual power that flows 
from their deep roots in black 
culture,” says the San Jose 
Mercury News. 


Since its formation, the Choir 
has recorded three albums: 
Good Time A Good Time 
(1995), Front Porch Music 
(1997), and Say Yo’ Business 
(2001). The latter is a live CD, 
with some tracks recorded 
right at here at the Folkfest, 
and includes the Choir’s 
collaborations with artists such 
as Wilson Pickett, Eric Bibb 
and Kelly Joe Phelps. RK

Daby Touré 


Mauritania 


The music of Daby Touré was 
forged on the banks of the 
Senegal River. “All the music 
I picked up when I was young 
is still in me and that doesn’t 
change. But in my music I am 
still searching, and mixing, 
and trying new things. I 

am African but I am also 
European,” he says. 


He compares his life to that of 
a visual artist who wakes up to 
paint. “I get up in the morning, 
I pick up my guitar and I start 
working. I don’t know where 
I’m going but I go. I sing what 

I feel, in whatever language 

I feel like singing it,” says 





Daby, whose lyrics embrace 
the personal and political in 
an often improvised mix of 
English and different African 
languages. 


Daby was born in Mauritania, 
situated between Moorish 
North Africa and sub-Saharan 
black Africa. In 1989, political 
unrest and inter-ethnic conflict 
was making life in Mauritania 
difficult, so when Daby’s 

father, Hamidou, received an 
invitation from his younger 
brothers in Paris to join their 
group Touré Kunda, he and 
Daby moved. The rich musical 
life of Paris was a magical 
revelation to the 18-year-old 
Daby, and music slowly became 
his whole life. 


He began to play little gigs in 
bars and college parties with 
rock and cover bands. After he 
gave up his course at business 
school, despite his father’s 
objections, Daby teamed up

with his cousin Omar and 
formed Touré Touré. They 
began to explore the vivid 
common frontiers of jazz and 
African music. Later, Daby 
went solo, and wrote and 
arranged the music for his 

first album, Diam, followed 

in 2008 by Call My Name, a 
collaboration with London- 
based American bluesman, 
Skip McDonald. Daby is a 
leading light in the Paris 
music scene, and is making his 
second visit to the Folkfest. ER

Jamaica 


Bob Marley passed on nearly 
30 years ago, but the legacy of 
The Wailers lives on. 


The combination of hypnotic 
rhythms, heavy bass lines and 
socially-charged lyrics has 
made reggae music the best- 
known export from Jamaica 
for the past four decades. And 
while reggae has given rise to 
numerous superstars, no band 
has spread the word of peace, 
respect and anti-racism more 
than the Wailers. 


Signed to Island Records in 
1971, Bob Marley and The 
Wailers brought reggae to the 
world with songs such as Lively 
Up Yourself, Trenchtown Rock, 
No Woman No Cry, Stir It Up 
and a host of others that are 
still rousing new generations 
of players and listeners. Marley 
became a world superstar 

and the band itself was an 
unmatched live act. Since 

their leader’s death in 1981, 

the Wailers have continued 

as a touring band, reminding 
millions around the world 
about the impact of reggae 

and the band that made it an 
international sensation. The 
current lineup is led by Aston 
“Family Man” Barrett, the 
original and only bassist in the

band’s history. 


The Wailers also continue 

the social consciousness of 

the original group, not just 
through the music but in 
other ways. For a number of 
years now, the band has been 
giving up its rider, those extras 
things that musicians get from 
promoters, and donating the 
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monetary value of it to the UN 
through its own organization, 
Iwenthungry.org. And it asks 
its audiences to do the same. 
“When this music came out, 
with Bob (Marley) back in 
the heyday, there were a lot of 
atrocities, war, everything,” 
says current lead singer Elan 
Atias. “You look now what’s 
going on in the world it’s like 


heightened, doubled, tenfold. 
The music is more relevant 
right now then it was even 
then. We need it more now.”

Loudon Wainwright III 
United States 


Age has done nothing to dull 
Loudon Wainwright III’s 
razor-sharp wit. Now well 
into being a sexy-genarian, 
and after 40 years in the music 
business and more than 20 
albums, Loudon is still prolific 
and cutting — sometimes 
offensive, sometimes moving 
and never boring. His ability 
to use satire to plumb the 
depths of human emotion, 
relationships and sexual 

and American politics 
continues with a torrent of 
new work, including Strange 
Weirdos, which was used in 
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the soundtrack of the movie 
Knocked Up. He wrote the 
score for a stage adaptation of 
Carl Hiaasen’s novel, Lucky 
You. He also writes topical 
songs for National Public 
Radio. 


Obviously, Loudon is not 
willing to rest on the laurels of 
his successful progeny, Rufus 
and Martha Wainwright, or his 
big hit, Dead Skunk, which is 
still sung by families on long 
road trips. As Loudon sang 30 
years ago, “maturity counts in 
a rock ‘n’ roll star.” Loudon has 
been there. He was a classmate 
of Liza Minnelli in elementary 
school. He caught the music 
bug after seeing Dylan at 
Newport in 1962. He got 
busted in Oklahoma, and the 
cops cut his hair off. He was 
married to Kate McGarrigle 
and Suzzy Roche. He has had 
supporting roles in a handful 
of movies. He has collaborated 
on his albums with the likes of 
Richard Thompson. 


And he continues to grow 
artistically, writing gems 

of songs. After a concert 

in England, the Guardian 
newspaper wrote: Sometimes 
Forget is as fine a song as 
anybody has written about the 
way bereavement stops time, 
and leaves you feeling as if 
youre suspended in the act of 
stepping off a cliff. Rufus and 
Martha, follow that.” MS

Despite claiming on their 
MySpace page that “bop 

bop bop” is the band’s major 
influence, a more illustrative 
description of The Wooden 
Sky’s brand of music might 
be found in The Queen's 
Journal, which described the 
band “float[ing] between alt- 
country bad boy and ethereal 
melancholic.” 


That mesmerizing contrast 

is perhaps what will linger 
most of the Toronto-based 
band. It formed in 2003 when 
Gavin Gardiner wrote songs 
for a school project at Ryerson 
University and went looking 
for a band to make music for 
them. Initially, he joined with 
Andrew Wyatt on bass and 
Chris Cocca on drums, under 
the name Friday Morning 


Regret. After a substantial shift 


in personnel — Cocca was 
replaced by Peter Krpan on 


percussion and Simon Walker, 


who plays piano and guitar, 
added along with Anissa 
Hart on cello — the band was 
renamed The Wooden Sky. Its 
first album, When Lost at Sea, 
was released in 2007 by New 
York’s Black Box Records. 


This Bird Has Flown, one of 
the songs from this album, 


‘The Wooden Sky 





reminiscent of the Beatles’ 
song of the same name, is a 
catchy number that describes 

a similarly failed romance. 

But Wooden Sky’s version 

is far more textual, far more 
disconcerted in the version 
played for MTV when the band 
appeared live in 2007. 


Gavin’s voice alternates 
between a raspy howl and 
melodic croon in a manner 
drawing comparison to Kurt 
Cobain. His voice sounds in 
stark contrast to delicate and 
folksy guitar picking and 
elegant cello throbbing of his 
bandmates. Folkfest goers will 
have a hard time shaking the 
haunting music from their 
heads. JS

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Almost famous, 
but not almost 


t’s difficult not to feel a 

twinge of envy for the 

musicians playing at the 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival. 
It seems like a great life, getting 
transported to the city, treated 
like royalty by the army of 
volunteers, playing a few sets 
and sharing the stage with 
other great musicians, all for an 
appreciative audience. 


But for most of the 
musicians you're watching, it’s 
been a long hard road to get 
here, and many will continue 
down that road after they 
leave Edmonton. They have 
made sacrifices, settling for a 
level of income that would be 
unacceptable to most of the 
people watching them from 
the hill, or they have taken 
time away from their art to 
pay the bills by planting trees, 
hammering nails or waiting on 
tables. 


Nobody ever said it would 
be easy, and it isn’t. 


A POLLARA survey in 2008 
done for the Rotman School 
of Business at the University 
of Western Ontario found that 
after subtracting expenses of 
more than $8,300, musicians 
take home a “margin” of about 
$16,500 a year, and more than 
two thirds took a day job to 
make ends meet. 


There’s a joke going around 
in the folk music community: 


Q: How do you make $1 
million in the folk music 
business? 


A: Start with $5 million. 


Yes, things are tight for 
musicians, and that’s not news, 
especially in today’s economic 
climate. 


But Jennifer Claveau is 
delving further into this 
issue, specifically for the folk/ 
roots music community. She 
is a musician who fronted a 
Toronto band called Likewater, 
she had her own publicity 
agency for musicians and she’s 
currently studying to be a 
Certified General Accountant. 


Claveau is in the process of 
preparing a national survey of 
folk-roots musicians to find out 
where their revenue is coming 
from, what their expenses are, 
and get a financial picture 
of the average Canadian 
performer. 


“My hypothesis is that 
people spend more money 
than they make on their music 
career,” she says. 


When you take into 
account all the money spent 
on instruments, equipment, 
recording, publicity, 
promotional materials, royalty 


rich 


splitting, rehearsal space, 
applying for gigs at nearly $30 a 
pop with Sonicbids, there isn’t 
a lot left over, she says. And 
don’t forget the cost of touring 
in Canada, with hundreds 

of kilometres between gigs 

in sometimes dangerous 
conditions. There aren’t too 
many bar owners who will give 
a performer a bonus for driving 
through a blizzard to get to 

the gig. 


And although her motives 
aren't political, Claveau 
says there’s no doubt that 
government funding for 
the arts, whether it’s music 
programs in schools or grants 
for artists, is tougher than it 
used to be. 


Claveau is in the process of 
narrowing down the questions 
on her survey, which will be 
anonymous because she will 
be asking questions about 
their income. She already 
has compiled a huge list of 
musicians who are interested in 
her project. 


There is money out there, 
but not enough is going into 
the pockets of the musicians 
themselves. Through her 
research she hopes to come up 
with solid recommendations 
for granting agencies and 
organizations like the 
Songwriters’ Association of

Canada and SOCAN to put 
more money into the hands of 
the musicians themselves. 


She also hopes that the 
survey can help create a better 
sense of community among 
musicians. 


“A small handful of people 
are making a decent living 
in Canada out of music and 
they’re terrified of anyone 
sharing their piece of the pie,” 
she says. That means some 
successful musicians are 
keeping the names of contacts 
and other avenues into the 
industry close to their chest, 
rather than thinking of the 
wider community out there. 


It’s not to the point of being 
a Darwinian struggle for 
survival, but a more supportive 
community would be better for 
everybody, she says. 


Dan Kershaw has seen the 
music industry from both 
sides. For two years he toured 
with the alt-country band, the 
Brothers Cosmoline, as the lead 
singer. He currently works in 
the Toronto SOCAN office as a 
customer service representative 
for concert presenters in 
Alberta and British Columbia, 
helping to ensure that royalties 
flow to composers when their 
music is performed in major 
venues.

Although he had a great 
time (including performing 
at the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival in 2003), he figures 
he lost $10,000 with the 
Cosmolines, and he realized 
he’d have to spend five years 
in a van before that way of life 
became sustainable. 


“It’s something you can 
consider in your early 20s, but 
when you're on the wrong side 
of your 30s with a mortgage, 
kids, the catastrophe of 
adulthood, it’s not a gamble 
you care to make.” 


Kershaw is very excited by 
the prospect of Claveau’s efforts 
to come up with a financial 
profile of the average folk-roots 
performer. He says there’s a big 
disconnect between the public’s 
perception and the reality of 
their livelihood.

Even an established star 
like Neko Case recently told 
the New York Times that she 
earned $40,000 in her best year 
after the expenses of touring 
the 2006 album Fox Confessor, 
and she’s got the profile that 
most roots performers can only 
dream of. 


Kershaw hopes that 
Claveau’s study will help 
musicians make some rational 
decisions. That doesn’t 
necessarily mean hiding the 
guitar under the bed, but 
perhaps starting with being a 
“100-mile artist” rather than a 
“1,000 mile artist,” or getting a 
career happening locally before 
buying the van and hiring the 
band and hitting the road. 


He points out that there are 
65,000 discs released in North 
America every year, “and 
we know there aren't 65,000 
recording careers. 


“So why do you do it? You 
don’t do it because StatsCan 
has indicated there are not 
enough songwriters. Rather 
you have a calling, and it 
satisfies a deep itch in your 
soul.” 


If you're successful you 
could end up being almost 
famous, but there’s less chance 
that you'll be almost rich.
